Brown agreed to the paint- 
ing of the existing buildings 
on both Stations. . 

Mr. Brown also pointed 
out that because of the iso- 
lated location of Galvin, 
Paisley and Mobiltown Sta- 
tions, acts of vandalism are 
a constant problem, creat- 
ing above average mainten- 
ance.

EDITORIAL 


RATE REDUCTION 


A rate reduction from 13.5 cents to 
12.5 cents has been decided by the 
Altona Council. 

It appears however, that because of 
the upward trend of the revaluation 
ratepayers financial outlay may in many 
cases approximate up or down last 
year’s rate payment. 

The judgment of the Council in prac- 
tically maintaining the status quo will 
be generally welcomed. 

There is no doubt that the Council’s 
decision was not lightly made. We know 
it was reached only after lengthy consi- 
deration and debate. We accept it as 
the Council’s view of the present and 
future financial position of Altona 
Shire. We welcome it because it means 
a reduction to the financial burden of 
some individual ratepayers. 

But we will be doing counciflors an 
injustice if we say that relief to rate- 
payers was the prime consideration. 
The essential needs of the Shire are the 
first if not the only criterion. 

It may be that in Council’s examina- 
tion of the facts, it was found that 
certain works though most desirable 
need not necessarily be done in the 
ensuing year. But on the other hand, 
we would expect that all works of which - 

- the need for Altona people is estab- 
lished as essential now, shall be not 
delayed. 

We believe that while Council in its 
decision on estimates and rates must 
work on a year to year basis, it should 

- also have a long term viewpoint, This 
is so necessary to give a degree of stabi- 
lity to Council administration. 

To best develop the ultimate poten- 
tial of the Shire, needs forward planning. 
The short term approach must be taken 
on efficiency and economy. 

Without, these factors the Council's 
decision on rates would not have been 
possible. |

‘The object of these ma- 
chines is to race against 
another dragster over a 
measured quarter mile which 
is_ electronically timed.
